VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
Pius XII defended the right and 
duties of the individual and fam- 
ilies’ against to’ extensive state 
interference in a radio broadcast 
yesterday commemorating the 
50th. anniversary of Pope Leo 
XIII’s social encyclical “rerum 
novarum.” 

The Pontiff, speaking in Italian 
over the Vatican radio, upheld 
man’s right to freedom in his 
“physical, spiritual, religious and 
moral movements.” 

He warned against the “error” 
of the belief “the scope of man 
on earth is society.” 

“Society is not an end in itself,” 
the Holy Father said. 

The right and duty to work is 
considered imposed upon man in 
the first instance by nature, he 
said, “not by society as if man 
were nothing more than a mere 
slave or official of the com- 
munity.” 

It follows, he added, that “the 
duty and right to organize labor 
belongs above all to the people 
immediately interested; employ- 
ers and workers.” 

Only when they fail 
their functions should 
intervene, he said.

It ought to be part of 
our education to know Quebec as well as 
we know our own province; much to learn is 
there. Difficulties attendant upon travel to 
the United States and other countries might 
suggest a new discovery of Canada by Cana- 
dians.  ‘Fhis simple process of getting to 
know one another calls to mind an experi 
ment now being tried in San Francisco—part 
of a wider plan to bring about a more inti- 
mate understanding between the folk of the 





the Greek and Italian mainlands. Whether 
enemy troops in North Africa will attempt 
to force the issue against Egypt before Gen- 
eral Wavell adds new strength to the army 
of the Nile, both in machines and men, or 
whether grievous wounds sustained in Crete 
will delay the Nazi program for the time 
being, are points which only the progress of 
events will determine. What this latest Brit- 
ish withdrawal from another vitally-impor- 
tant strategic and geographical vantage 
ground has demonstrated beyond peradven- 
ture, however, is that without adequate and 
continued support from the air, ground and 
water forces in comparatively cramped quar- 
ters are virtually at the mercy of the Stuka 
dive bombers—a weapon on. which Hitler 
seems to be able to draw in almost unlimited 
quantities when he can use it to the most 
devastating advantage. 

As soon as the one or two indifferent air- 
fields in Crete were rendered useless to the 
Royal Air Force, interception of airborne re- 
inforcements before their arrival was virtu- | 
ally abandoned; British fighter planes had to 
be withdrawn. In addition to which, of course, 
the distance between the island and the 
nearest British base—more than 300 miles 
proved a geographical handicap against 
which human ingenuity could not compete | 
except in a minor and woefully insufficient 
degree. The gallant defenders, therefore, 
were obliged to depend upon their own re- 
sources—again wholly inferior in quantity 
and weight to those of the enemy. That the 
vanguard of parachutists consisting of. at 
least 1,500 will never see their Fatherland 
again is of less concern to Adolf Hitler than 
a shower of rain in an otherwise sunny day 
at his Berchtesgaden retreat. 

Stuka dive-bombers and fighter planes op- 
erating from airfields less than 100 miles 
awa¥ obtained command of the air and| 
quickly simplified reinforcement of the Nazi 
invaders by transport plane and, presumably, 
by sea. Only by using long-range fighters 
and craft of the bomber command did the} 
navy obtain sufficient protection to shield the 
hazardous manoeuvre which enabled 15,000 
of General Freyberg’s: hard-fighting, heroic 
and sorely-pressed army to reach Egypt. And 
the price the navy was compelled to pay to 
live up to its reputation for never letting 
the army down is not yet revealed; nor have 
we been told how the far-away-based Royal 
Air Force men returned again and again to 
mete out punishment to the invading forces 
during the last two days of this short and | 
bitter episode.

‘lating Arab outlook was the prompt restora- 
tion of Ethiopia to the Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie; Iraq's transformation from strife to 
comparative tranquillity within the short 
space of a month—despite German intrigue 
and assistance—furnishes its own immediate 
commentary, The flight of the rebel Raschid 
Ali, too, may suggest to all Islam that if 
Hitler did not entirely miss his first bus to 
the Middle East, Britain most assuredly 
caught one wheh she sent troops to Basra 
two weeks before the political coup d’etat at 
Baghdad produced the fighting from which 
the men of Berlin had expected much, 

To what extent and how soon the land of 
young King Feisal will again become a battle- 
ground depends on whether military exi- 
gencies demand the Nazi machine continue 
to roll eastward—and, by the same token, on 
what action Britain takes toward Syria. 
From now on, moreover, the position of Tur- 
key is one of supreme importance to herself 
and to Britain and her Allies. If she should

T IS MY COLD-BLOODED intention to 
fill this column with figures: today, which 
hardly anyone will care to read, lest it make 
him think. Also I propose to let my friend 
Grant Dexter of Ottawa write most of this 
column for me (for, heaven knows, I have 
written enough.columns for him in my time, 
and always felt free to help myself to his 
brains). 

Well, to get down to it, Mr. Dexter has 
recently made an analysis of the manpower 
of this nation and the results, to say the 
least of them, are shocking. We have as- 
sumed in Canada that, as our population has 
vastly increased since the last war, our sup- 
plies of potential fighting men must have 
increased vastly also. Mr. Dexter shows 
that they haven't. 


I could quote you his figures in detail 
because you would never wade through 
them, but the net result is this: We haven't 
any more men between the ages of 16 and 
49 today than we had in 1914—which strikes 
me as the most important basic fact in our 
Canadian life that has been revealed for 
years. Mr, Dexter’s homework seems to 
have been exceedingly worth while, 

In 1911, when they took the census, there 
were about 2,000,000 men in Canada between 
16 and 49, and between 1911 and 1914 thou- 
sands of young immigrants came to this 
country. In 1939, when this war started, 
there were only 2,784,220 men of this age 
group in the country, Thus Mr. Dexter con- 
cludes that “it is practically certain that we 
had almost as many of these men in 1914 
as in 1939.” 


AGE CREEPS ON 
OW THE REASON for this amazing con- 
dition is quite simple when you come 
As a nation we getting

because they won't have babies and they will 
insist on prolonging adult life. Only the 
barbarous races will have babies nowadays, 
including the Germans, who do not bother 
about having them in the conventional way 
but discourage celibacy at all costs.

“Canadian factories now are 
producing in rapidly increasing 
quantities, the powerful arma- 
ment and mechanized equipment 
which will enable our Canadian 
divisions to meet the highly me- 
chanized and armored formations 
of Germany with forces which 
are their superior in equipment 
and striking power,” he said. 

“The day has arrived when we 
need the personnel to man these 
new machines of war.” 

The recently mobilized. army 
tank brigade and armored divis- 
jon, which he described as “for- 
midable,” needed men, and men 
would be needed for other for- 
mations and units as well 

The creation of the armored 
division within a short time “will 
be a rernarkable accomplishment” 
by Canadian industry and labor.

‘Neutral sources reported dur- 
ing the week ended May 30 that 
nine British merchant ships ag- 
gregating 49,038 tons had been 
sunk by enemy action in the 
Battle of the Atlantic. = 

New York maritime circles re- 
ported that four ships, carrying 
American supplies to Britain, 
were sunk during a submarine 
attack on a convoy 50 miles east 
of Greenland, Listed were the 
Gregalia, 5,802 tons, the Esmond, 
4,976 tons, Benfore Head, 2,609 
tons and Empire Caribou, 4,861 
tons, 

(The Gregalia, owned by the 
Donaldson Line, used to be regu- 
larly operated in that company’s 
service between Glasgow and Vic- 
toria. She was withdrawn at the 
outbreak of the war.) 

The same sources reported loss 
of the 8,301-ton Port Wellington, 
the 7,210-ton City of Winchester 
and the 7,402-ton Kenordoc, as 
well as the 6,169-ton City of Kim- 
berley, said to have been torpe- 
doed in the South Atlantic just 
about on the equator. 

Sinking of the 7,402-ton Mar- 
coni, off Greenland, was reported 
by the United States coastguard. 

The Italians admitted loss of 
their 17,879-ton liner Conte Rosso. 
well-known to travelers, which 
latterly had been serving as a 
troopship. The Admiralty in Lon- 
don announced during the week 
the liner was torpedoed en route 


|to Libya with an estimated 3,000 


Axis troops aboard. 


LONDON (CP)—When British 
pounded the 
battleship Bismarck to the bot- 
of the Atlantic Tuesday 
morning they “frustrated impor 
tant enemy designs,” the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, A. V. Alex- 
ander, said last night. 

It already had been suggested 
by informed quarters that the 
Bismarck, originally located near 
Greenland, with an extraordinary 
complement of 2,400 men—hun 
dreds more than normal—planned 
to man captive ships or possible 
to set landing parties ashore 
somewhere 

This postscript of the Bismarck 
sinking, delivered to the navy and 
nation by radio, was believed to 
be the first such speech ever 
broadcast by a First Lord of the 
Admiralty to the navy. Mr. Alex- 
ander paid many deep tributes to 
the fighting men at sea and ex 
pressed high hope for victory. 

“Of Crete,” he said, “the navy 
has been fighting one of the stern- 
est battles of its history against 
continuous attacks from the air, 
with the one thought that we 
could not let the army down. 

“Man for man, we have shown 
ourselves better than the Ger- 
mans,” 

Referring to President Roose- 
velt’s fireside chat of last Tues- 
day, Mr, Alexander asserted the 
President made it clear Hitler 
would in no circumstances be per 
mitted to win.

Canadians On 
Zamzam Sate 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Depart- 
ment of External Affairs an- 
nounced last night it has been ad- 
vised that 21 Canadians who were 
aboard the Egyptian ship Zam- 
zam, sunk recently by enemy ac: 
tion, are ‘safe and well,” 

“The 21 Canadians reported 
comprise 13 Roman Catholic 
priests, six women and two men,” 
the department said. “All Cana- 
dians shown on the passenger 
list are accounted for.” 

(A dispatch from San Se: 
bastian, Spain, on Saturday said 
119 American survivors from 
the Zamzam crossed the French 
frontier into Spain, while 21 
other Americans and 23 Cana: 
dians were held by the Nazis.) 

Exact location of the Cana- 
dian party was not known, the 
External Affairs Department 
said, but “they are believed to be 
in southwest France.” 

Word of their safety came 
from the United States consul: 
general at Bordeaux, who said he 
| had been in touch with the Cana- 
| dians, 

The department officials said 
no list of the 21 thought to be in 
| southwest France was available. 

Text of the department's an- 
nouncement follows: 

The Department of State, 
Washington, has informed the 
Canadian minister to the United 
States (Hon. Leighton MceCar- 
thy) that the United States con: 
sul-general at Bordeaux has 
cabled a report to the effect that 
he has been in touch, with 21 
Canadians who were aboard the 
Egyptian ship Zamzam, 
was sunk by enemy 
that all are safe and well.

Europe Is Chief Home 
Of the White Race 


Among the world’s continents, 
Europe is next to the smallest. It 
is larger than Australia, but is 
less less than half the size of 
North America, It is only one- 
fifth as large as Asia.

Scientists have tried to divide the 
people of Europe into classes de- 
pending on whether they have 
“short” or “long” heads. Some 
nations, including Germany, are 
much mixed in this respect, 


Those statements are about 
area, not population, Europe 
ranks second in number of people. 
It has more people than North 
America, South America, Africa 
and Australia together. 

The name of Europe, like that 
of Asia, seems to go back to the 
ancient Assyrians. , They called 
the region to the west of them 
“Ereb,” meaning “Setting Sun” or 
“Land of the Setting Sun.” From 
“Ereb” the. name “Europe” is be- 
lieved to have come, with changes 
in the way of speaking it through | 
the centuries. 

Europe is the chief home of the 
white race. It contains about two- 
thirds of all the white people on| 
earth, | 

The white race holds first place 
in the so-called “art of war.” It 
can produce better cannon, better | 
warplanes and better naval ves- 
sels than any other race. 

Many persons believe that any | 
nation which gets control of Eu- 
rope will be a danger to nations 
on other continents. There is fear 
that such a nation might make it- 
self master of the whole world. 

Mountains have played a big 
part in Europe's history. In times 
past they have kept people apart 
in Europe. Those living on one 
side of a mountain range often 
did not meet, or talk with, those 
on the other side, at least not to} 
any wide extent. | 

The Alps, the Pyrenees, the 
Vosges and the Carpathians are 
among the mountains which have | 
kept people apart in Europe. 
They help explain the many coun 
tries and many languages, but | 
there are other reasons as well, 

Airplanes, railway lines across 
mountains, the telegraph, the 
telephone, the mail service and 
the radio have done much to help 
people “cut across” the moun- 
tains. They have traveled more 
freely, and have come to know 
one another better, 

If that had gone on for a longer 
time, perhaps the world would 
have been saved from the present 
war. Let us hope that in the years 
ahead, a free and happy Europe 
will rise. Such a Europe will do 





a great deal to decide whether 
the rest of the world can be free 
and happy.

EAR DOROTHY DIX—Several years ago I married a young man 
who had received only a fair education, but, being ambitious 
for him, I taught schoool during the long years in which he prepared 
himself for being a lawyer. His mothey, a prosperous widow, did 
nothing to help him. In fact, our marriage was so annoying to her 
that she did not even make us a’ wedding gift. And when our chil- 
dren were born her coldness did not thaw sufficiently for her to 
embrace them. 





However, when her daughter married, she gave her a complete 
trousseau, monéy, household furnishings and a large wedding, and 
her son-in-law is idolized. I have been an orphan since babyhood 
and would have welcomed a mother. This was denied me, yet the 
son-in-law is feted constantly. Why should there be any discrepancy 
between a woman's feelings for her ‘son-in-law and her daughter- 


| in-law? PERTURBED, 


Answer: Evidently in your particular case your mother-in-law’s 
conduct toward you is based upon the fact that her son married 
the woman he wanted instead of the woman Mother had picked 
out for him.

They 
organized the Committee to Aid 
Britain by Reciprocal Trade, and 
the first “Buy Something British” 
campaign opened on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day in Portland.

Large department stores in 
eastern Canada have taken up 
the idea of encouraging American 
tourists to buy British-made goods 
while visiting Canada, Mr. Smith 
said, and local merchants might 
also play a bigger part in helping 
Britain by organizing a similar 
campaign here. 

Mr. Smith said his movement 
has been recognized by Britain 
as a means of help of importance.
